CLOTHING ALL BURNED OFF 


And Its Little Body Terribly 
Seared 
By the Cruel Flames— A Girl Aged 
Two W as Trying to Help 
Mother 
And Set Herself on Fire. 


A frightful accident, which later 
caused the death of Helen, the two- 
year-old daughter of Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Frank D. White, of Railroad street. 
East End, occurred at 8 o'clock this 
morning. 
The child died about 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. 
Mrs. White was boiling some cloth­ 
ing in the yard in the rear of her 
home, and had the tub setting on a 
round gas burner, which was attached 
to a gas pipe leading from the house. 
!A flame of gas surrounded the tub. 
.While Mrs. White was away the child 
thought the clothes should be stirred. 
Walking over to the tub she took a 
stick and began to poke the clothes. 
The clothing of the child came in 
contact with the flame, and. before 
anyone could reach the child, became 
a mass of flame. Not a cry did the lit­ 
tle one utter, but stood there beating 
its clothing trying to extinguish the

Mrs. 
Blue, who 
resides 
on 
St. 
George street, was in the rear of her 
home at the time of the accident, and 
was t h e first to see the child's peril. 
She went to the home of Mrs. White, 
but by the time she got there Mr. 
White had pf‘en what had happened, 
ran to his child and extinguished the 
flam es with his hands. 
In doing this 
his left hand and several fingers of 
his right hand were severely burned. 
The child's clothing was burned from 
its body, while its legs, hands, arms, 
and its face and neck were frightfully 
burned. 
Until the physician arrived 
the child’s burns were dressed by those 
about the house. Before the wounds 
were dressed morphine and chloroform 
were administered. 
The burns were so bad that some 
of the fl°sh peeled from the body. The 
accident is one of the worst that has 
occurred in the East End in months. 


Mr. Maxwell, in speaking of the recent 
disturbances made by a crow d of small 
boys in the vicinity of Rock Springs, 
stated that any such disturbances in 
the interior of the park would be at­ 
tended to by park policemen, but that 
outside of the property the park people 
had no jurisdiction. 
He said that they

to the right or left, it would doubtless 
have destroyed the sight of an eye.

DANISH TREATY DELAYED.

by 08 to 2 votes, passed a resolution 
in favor of the cession of the Danish 
West Indies to the United States on 
condition that a subsequent popular 
vote of the inhabitants cf the islands 
show a majority in favor thereof. 
The m atter was then returned to 
the Landsthtng, which, after a long 
aud 
spirited 
debute, 
rejected the 
resolution and, by 33 to 30 votes, re­ 
affirmed the resolution providing for 
a limited plebescite and the ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty only if favored by 
a 
majority of three-quarters. 
This 
obstruction shelves tho question un­ 
til after the elections in September, 
when the government hopes to ob­ 
tain a majority in the landsthing..

Presbyterian Genera! 
Assembly.

Modo on Different Subjects—Daniel 


F. Noyee Appointed Vie* Moderator 


Now York, May 17.—Tho 
second 
day*# session of the Presbyterian gen­ 
eral assembly began at 9 o’clock yes­ 
terday la the Fifth Avenue Presby­ 
terian church. 
The first half hour 
waa taken up with devotional axer- 
does, conducted by Rev. Dr. David 
Kerr, of Omaha. Neb. 
The Rev. Dr. J. 
Robs Stevenson, paator of the Fifth 
Avenue church, then In a brief ad­ 
dress welcomed the assembly to the 
church and to the city. The business 
program was begun, the new moder­ 
ator, the Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, 
presiding. 
The morning session was 
OO na urn od in tho presenting of reports 
of special committees, among them 
being that of the special committee 
on tho revision of tho confession of 
faith. 
The revision committee, after pre­ 
liminary remarks explaining the man­ 
ner In which their conclusions were 
arrived at, recommends “that the gen­ 
eral assembly transmit to the presby­ 
teries for their actiou” overtures, l l 
la number, In the minds of the com­ 
mittee satisfying the many questions 
at issue. 
Overtures on Foreordination. 
The ones regarding the doctrine o! 
foreordination read: 
"W ith reference to Chapter III ol 
the Confession of Faith, that con­ 
cerning those who 
are 
saved in 
Christ, the doctrine of God’s eternal 
decree is beld in harmony with tho 
doctrine of His love to alt mankind, 
His gift of His Son to be in propitla 
Hon for the sins of the whole world 
and His readiness to bestow His sav­ 
ing grace on all who seek it. 
That 
concerning those who perish, the doc­ 
trine of God’s eternal decree is held 
in harmony with the doctrine that 
God desires not the death of any sin 
nor, but has provided la Christ a sal 
vation sufficient for all, adapted ta 
all; that men are responsible for their 
treatm ent of God’s gracious offer and 
th at His decree hinders no man from 
accepting that offer; and that no man 
is condemned except on the ground 
of sin." 
The second overture on foreordina 
tion dealing with the salvation of 
infants reads: 
“With reference to Chapter X, Sec­ 
tion 3, of the Confession of Faith, 
that it is not to be regarded as teach­ 
ing that auy who die in infancy arc 
included in the election of grace, and 
are regenerated and saved by Christ, 
through the spirit, who works when 
and where and how He pleases."

GIFT FROM THE KAISER. 


Emperor William Will Presant United 
States Monument of Frederick 
the Great 


W iesbaden, Hesse-Nassau. May I?. 
—The German emperor. Wednesday, 
May 14. telegraphed as follows to the 
president of the Unified States, at 
W ashington: 
I am still under the deep impres 
slon caused by the splendid and cor­ 
dial reception of my brother. Prince 
Henry, by the citizens of the United 
States of America. 
In the speeches 
with which he was greeted the fact 
was often mentioned that my ances 
tor. Frederick the Great, maintained 
a friendly attitude towards the young 
American republic during the course 
of her formation, thereby laying the 
corner stone of the friendly relations 
which have always existed between 
our two countries. 
The example set 
to me by the great king I intend to 
follow. 
“I wish to commemorate the visit 
of Prince Henry by a gift to the peo­ 
ple of America, which I request you 
to accept in their name. 
I intend to 
present a statue, in bronze, of Fred 
erick the Great, to the United States. 
to he erected in W ashington, on a 
place which you will kindly choose. 
May this gift be looked upon as a 
lasting sign of the Intimate relations 
which have 
been 
successfully fos­ 
tered and developed between our two 
great nations. 
Signed) 
"William. I. R.” 
President Roosevelt replied, Thurs­ 
day. May 15. thanking Emperor Wil­ 
liam heartily, in the name 
of 
the 
United States, and saying he would 
lay the m atter before congress imme­ 
diately. 
After giving the m atter attention 
the president concluded that no ac­ 
tion by congress was necessary, and 
that aa Frederick was a great com ' 
mander It would be most appropriate 
to place the statue adjacent to the 
new war college to be established in 
W ashington. 
The college is to be 
erected In the arsenal grounds.

and other mills added largely to the 
active force. 
Transporting lines con­ 
tinue to make splendid exhibits, rail­ 
way earnings for the first week of 
May exceeding those of a year ago 
by 6.2 per cent and surpassing the 
same w eeks earnings in 11)00 by 19.9 
per cent. 
As was indicated by weekly reports, 
pig iron production attained a new 
record for the month 
of 
April at 
1,503,326 tons and the weekly capac­ 
ity of furnaces in blast on May I, ac­ 
cording to The Iron Age. was 352,064 
tons, far sutpassing all previous high 
water marks. 
Such 
an 
enormous 
production would suggest accumula­ 
tion of supplies, 
but 
consumption 
easily keeps 
pace, 
furnace stocks 
showing a decrease of about

—T he G erm an em peror, W ednesday 
May 14. telegraphed as follows to the 
p-ealder.t 
of the Unibed States, at 
W ashington: 
"I am still under the deep im pres 
slon caused by the splendid and cor 
dial reception of my brother, Prince 
Henry, by the citizens of the United 
S tates of America. 
In the speeches 
with which he was greeted the fact 
was often m entioned th at my ances 
tor. Frederick the Groat, m aintained 
a friendly attitu d e tow ards the young 
A m erican republic during the course 
of her form ation, thereby laying the 
corner stone of the friendly relations 
which have always existed between 
our two countries. 
The exam ple set 
to me by th e great king I intend to 
Jollow. 
“I wish to com m em orate the visit 
of Prince H enry by a gift to the peo­ 
ple of Am erica, which I request you 
to accept in their nam e. 
I intend to 
present a statue, in brom e, of Fred 
crick the G reat, to the United S tates 
to be erected in W ashington, on a 
place which you will kindly choose. 
May this gift be looked upon as 
lasting sign of the Intim ate relations 
which have 
been 
successfully fos 
tered and developed between our two 
great nations. 
Signed) 
"W illiam , I. R.M 
President Roosevelt replied. T hors 
day. May 15. thanking E m peror W il­ 
liam heartily, in the nam e 
of 
the 
United States, and saying he would 
lay the m atter before congress im m e­ 
diately.

The clothing of the child came in 
contact with the flame, and, before 
anyone could reach the child, became 
a mass of flame. 
Not a cry did the lit­

its clothing trying to extinguish the

George street, was in the rear of her 
home a t the time of the accident, and 
was the first to see the child’s peril. 
She went to the home of Mrs. White*, 
but b> the tim e she erot there Mr. 
W hite had s**en what had happened 
ran to his child and extinguished the 
flames with his hands. 
In doing this 
his left hand and several fingers of 
his right hand were severely burned 
The child’s clothing was burned from 
its body, while Its legs, hands, arms 
and its face and neck were frightfully 
burned. 
ITntil the physician arrived 
the child e burns were dressed by those 
about the house. Before the wounds 
were dressed morphine and chloroform 
were administered. 
The burns were so bad that some 
of the flesh peeled from the body. The

» object it would directly affect 449,000 
m en, who arc- employed in and about 
the coal mines of the country. 
Coal 
would soon become scarce and this 
ultim ately result in the tying up of 
railroads and al! sorts of industries 
that use large quantities of the fuel. 
•Jt is doubted by some interested per­ 
sons bere who are closely watching 
developm ents that such a stupendous 
movem ent could be brought about, for 
the reason that the business interests 
of the country would not stand by 
and permit such a plan to be put into 
effect. 
The striking miners are enthusias­ 
tic over the convention’^ action, and 
m ost cf th* in can sec only success in 
the proposition. 
An absolutely 
trustworthy source 
is authority for the statem ent that

DANISH TREATY DELAYED. 


Question Shelved Until After Danish 
Septem ber Elections. 
Copenhagen. Denmark, May '7.— The 
Folkething, lower house, 
yesterday, 
by 98 to 2 votes, passed a resolution 
in favor of the cession of the Danish 
West Indies to the United States on 
condition that a subsequent popular 
vote of the inhabitants cf the islands 
show a majority in favor tb< roof. 
The matter was then returned to 
the Landrthing, which, after a long 
and 
spirited 
debate, 
rejected the 
resolution and, by 33 to 39 votes, re­ 
affirmed the resolution providing for 
a limited plebescite and the rat I ti ca­ 
tion of the treaty only if favored by 
a 
majority of three-quarters.

obstruction shelves the question un 
til after the elections in September, 
when tho government hopes to ob­ 
tain a majority in the lauds!lung..

The ones regarding the doctrine ut 
foreordination read: 
With reference to Chapter 111 of

Christ, the doctrine of God's eternal 
decree is held in harmony with tho 
doctrine of His love to all mankind, 
His gift of lits Bon to be in propitia 
lion for the sins of the whole world 
and His readiness to bestow ills sav­ 
ing grace on all who seek it. 
That 
concerning those who perish, the doc 
trine of God s eternal decree is held 
In hai mony with the doctrine that 
God desires not the death of any sin 
nor, but has provided iu Christ a sal 
vaUon alinit lent for all, adapted to 
all; Glut men are responsible for their 
treatm ent of God's gracious offer aud 
that His decree hinders no man from 
accepting that offer; and that no mau 
Is condemned ex* opt on the ground 
of sin." 
The second overture on foreordain 
lion dealing with the salvation of 
Infants reads: 
“With reference to Chapter X, Sec
